Herefore in our Directions all the Motions which na- 
turally follow from the Day of the Nativity are ap- 
parent to our ſight, neither is there any fQitious thing found, 
but every thing exiſts naturally and agreeable to realon, and 
we well confider them they do very much differ from 
others, they differ wholly in this, that al! thoſe Directions 
ve ſeparated, but theſe are collected into one; ſeeing thoſe 
Diretions which are called primary are included, thoſe 
mmoveableneſſes are taken away; but how theſe Directions 
ne ſupputated I ſhall quickly diſcover ; yet 1 muſt adhere 
ſome things in general, for I cannot ſhow every particular 
u this time, but will (God willing) as ſoon as polſſible. 
Therefore we muſt ſupputate the figure of the Radix of the 
Nativity from the Tables of Argol, or which are the ſame; 
ſom, thoſe printed in Gadbury's Doctrine of Nativities, but 
then we muſt uſe them after the way of Ptolemy, that is, 
o two temporal Hours to every Houſe in both Hemiſpheres 
equally divided, as there are ſhewn in the Table of Houſes 
Iterted ſome time ago in Coley's Almanack now out of 
pint, for the Latitude of London, and a true ReAikeation 
of the ſame being taken which at another time 1 may inſert. 
All the ſubſequent Confignrations of the Planets whieh natu- 
hlly paſs from the Day ard Hour of the Nativity, the Di- 
___ reQtions 
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rections are perfected in thoſe Days. For how many Day: 
follow they corre ſpond to fo many Years and parts of it in 2 
juſt equality, as Galen affirms when he ſays, the Parts of x 
natural Day correſponds to the part of a Vear. Again, all 
the Configuration: which happen in thoſe ſeveral Days to the 
Luminaries and to the Angles have their Effects for every day 
to every year, yet with this Obſervation, becauſe the Planer; 
always in Directions are ſupputated for the very Hour and 
Minute of the Nativity, and the Year is compleated to the 
Day and Hour of the Radix P. M. or after noon. So that a 
Day is included in the Space of 24 Hours from the very time 
of the Geniture. And alſo for every Month 2 Hours anſwer. 
Therefore how often ſoever the happy familiarities happen to 
the Luminaries, or amongſt the other Planets, they foreſhen 
happy Events, but if Evil they foretel unlucky Effects; 
therefore theſe ſubſequent Qrdainings to a Day the climac- 
terical Years have taken their Riſe ; and fo it is probatly 
that Ptolemy underſtood theſe notions by the name of annual 
Places. For the Moon by her own Motion comes into ſquare, 
oppoſition, and conjunction in reſpe& of her Birth-place 
makes out the very climaQerica] Years, and thoſe things 
which chiefly depend from them. 

Becauſe if at that time ſhe happen among the AſpeRts of 
the Malefics, and that the Sun in like manner be found hurt, 
we muſt greatly fear the Life of the Native, ſeeing the Moon 
is the impulſive Cauſe to reduce and ſtir up to ſome Action. 
But theſe Qrdainings of the Stars which follow after the 
Birth of the native, do preordain and diſpoſe of thoſe things 
which ought to become the Evils and Happineſſes of Life, 
for they do not break forth to their own Effect or Action, ex. 
cept they be perfected in their own determined Time; for 
that Conſtellation which immediately follows from the hilt 
Day requires a whole Year to its perfection. For the [fant 
cannot endure all the Famihiarities which happen in the follow- 
ing Days, but it receives them as they come up in their own 
determined Time. Therefore the firſt Day marks out the bil 
Year, the zd the zd Vear, and another the following, aud {0 
of the yelt. And io by how much the Aſpects are elongated 
from the Day of Birth, by'ſo much are they the lefs perfect; 
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and ſo they muſt require the more ſpace of Time to caſt forth 
their Effects; for we ſee the Seeds of Fruits come up preſent- 
| not to maturity, but receive by degrees the preordaining 
Influences of the Sun and other Stars, and yet their very 
doblance was found from the beginning tho' then indigeſted 
und un ipe, but we fee ſenſibly converted to perfedion in a 
e Days, not in an unlike manner the Stars alſo operate in 
Nativities. For we find that things happen at an agreeable 
age and Temperament, thoſe if unhappy, they deſtroy Life, 
if happy, they ſtrengthen it. For all theſe ſubſequent Direc- 
tons hase either a Correſpondence to that of the Radix, or 
exit in Contraries 3 therefore from theſe the Eſfects are deli- 
derated. I 

Apain, the Impreſſions of the Stars, and principally of the 
Sn, whoſe Rule we follow, and to his Motion we reduce 
and equate all meaſures. I herefore the Sun doth much con- 
dace to the Temperament of the Native, and from him the 
general Inclinations may be known according to his Situation 
10 the zodiacal and mundane Circle. Of which more in my 
tent.

« brighter, the Parts of thoſe Parelü which were towards the Sun were 
« of a mixt Colour, wherein green and red was moſt predominant, They 
« continued viſible till about Eight o'Clock, br rather after, then th: 
«© Clouds darlened the Sky, and it overcaſt, and was a rainy Day, Sir, 
« Pray be pleaſed to write your Aſtrological Judgment hereupon, and 
«« you'll greatly oblige your ſincere and well wiſh ag Friend.
